MEXICO CITY, Sept. 1.—President 
Calles, Chief Executive of the United 
States of Mexico, this evening opened 
the thirty-second session of the Mexi- 
can Congress. The scene in the Re- 
public’s upper chamber when the 
President rose to read his personal 
message to the Senators and Deputies 
was unusually picturesque. 

As is the case on such occasions, 
the streets for blocks around Parlia- 
ment House were shut off to traffic 
and lined with troops and cadets of 
the Military College, looking particu- 
larly. smart in their glittering gala 
uniforms. 

The President drove from the Na- 
tional Palace, attended by his aides, 
in an open landau, his arrival being 
heralded by trumpeters and military 
bands. The Presidential salute re- 
sounded on his arrival at the Cham- 
ber of Deputies Building. 

The diplomatic gallery was full of 
the representatives - of © nations ac- 
credited to Mexico, attired in *multi- 
colored uniforms : and: with spark- 
ling decorations, contrasting ‘with the 
sombre evening dress of -Mexico’s 
lawmakers, “The sce Wis resplen-' 
dent when the Chief Executive rose 
to report on the Government’s Iqbors 
during the past year. A notable.absen- 
tee on the diplomatic benches was the 
United States Ambassador, who is on 
leave of absence, his place being 
taken by Chargé d’Affaires Arthur 
Schoenfeld. 


Grave Difficulties During Year. 


President Calles’s opening remarks 
were substantially as follows:

Plan Based on B. M. T. Recapture. 


Mr.* Untermyer’s -plan, ‘which he

late in July. This recapture of the 
‘M. T. lines, in fact,- forms’ the 
foundiatiGn ‘of the entire lan, for hy 
it. Mr, Untermyer expects.. to bring 
to. the, city approximately “$5,000, 
in profits now ‘being obtained ‘by the 
M: T) Tt is his theory that this 
$5,000,000 .will g° a long way toward 
carrying the high-cost new subways 
at a five-cent fare. 

A new development in Mr. Unter- 
myer’s progress toward'a plan for a 
oy city transit system is a scheme 
, el the ‘city trackage rights on 
the rigt hton and Sea Beach elevated 
lines, ich are owned by the B. 
T. and not by the city. Testimony 
taken ro the commission indicated 
that residents of certain sections of 
Brooklyn would be seriously inconve- 
nienced by the ahettan of through 
service to Manhattan over these 
lines if the present B. T. system 
should be disrupted by the recapture 
of its subway lines. 

Mr. Untermyer will recommend in 
his report that the city make an ef- 
fort: to. obtain trackage. rights over 
these lines from the company. If 
these efforts are posi gsc and 
the aeerene Fights could not be ob- 
tained, would seem probable, in 
view of the present relations between 
bat) ae ye and the city, Mr. Unter- 
myer will recommend legislation to 
enable the city to acquire these two 
lines by condemnation. With that 
effected, the two lines would be 
joined to. the new city system.

SYRACUSE, 'N. Y.,, Sept, 1.—Defy- 
ing critics to point to’ any’ specific 
instances- where the cost of State 
government could be, reduced, Gov- 
ernor Smith, speaking at the State 
fair here today, defended the admin- 
istration of the State’s affairs as 
economical and declared, that as the 
cost of, living advancéd: the cost t+) 4 
government advanced, also. 

The increases in cost of govern- 
ment, he said; were mainly for hos- 
pitals,, road building, 
other public institutions. ‘He did not 
believe that the ‘general public -want-: 
ed to: cut. down expenditures for any 
of these items. 

He bitterly attacked his politica) 
foes who, he charged, had maligned 
the State budget along general lines 
but failed to name any one branch 
or point out any single instance of 
extravagance.

and he appealed to the housewives 
present to testify ‘to the truth of that 
statement. How could the eost of op-

The Governor challenged his op-

Following ‘the Marmora coast we 
soon picked up the liftle town of San 
Stefano, with its minarets and dark 
groves' of cypress. Here we landed 
onthe Turkish Government fiéld to 
be greeted by a lone American ‘wo- 
man, ‘who helped to interpret. Be- 
cause we lacked ‘a’ permit to fly over 
Turkish soil, Colonel Smith, military 
attaché of the American Embassy, 
took charge of us, and we. regret- 
fully, learnéd that a~ permit would 
take half a day to come from An- 
gora; : 

“We are. glad to spend a night in a 
hotél, but have no time to see ‘the 


sights of this historic city.’ ‘Our in- 
struments and engine -have ‘worked 
perfectly so far, and. -we hope .the 
same godd luck attends us for ‘the 
rest of ‘the trip.

It proved to have ut Bho 
lettering ‘‘G-CAHL’’ on the 
Another call by Commander ara 
identified the plane as a Fairchi 
airplane which had flown at a height 
of 7,000 feet over Quebec City with 
Captain A. J. H. Saunders as pilot. 
The plane was engaged in photo- 
graphic work and it hails from Lac 
St. Joseph, .the ‘‘Atlantic City of 
Quebec,”’’ which is located twenty- 
two miles outside Quebec City. 

The second erroneous report came 
at 4 P, M. and it proved not so easy 
to run down. he source was.a 
telegraph operator at Pigou River, 
on the line of the Canadian National 
Railways, about forty miles east of 
Clark City, on the northern shore of 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence. 

The operator wired his superiors 
in Montreal that he had seen an 
airplane,. speeding west, — over 
Pigou River. e said that he 
thought it had come from the direc- 
tion of Anacosti Island. The Se a 
tor’s report was sent at 2:30 P. M. 

Commander Edwards found mat 
the plane had been piloted by. ap 
engineer named Bellanger, employed 
by the Quebec Provincial Govern- 
ment in the Lands and Forest De- 
partment.

Forced Landing Rumor Dissipated. 


A rumor that the St. Raphael had 


made a forced landing 700 miles east 
of Quebec City reached Ottawa late 
tonight. Investigation developed 
that the source of the report was a 
telephonic call to a local newspaper 
by some one purporting to represent 
the Canadian Air Board. 

Commander Edwards said that the 
Air Board had not authorized the 
report. He radioed all the stations 
' the Government chain in the path 
of the St. Raphael and said that none 
had word of a forced landin His 
questioning of the report wen Pret. 
as 800 miles beyond Belle Isle, which 
has been regarded as the northern- 
most point the transatlantic plane 
was likely to touch. 

Commander Edwards expressed the 
opinion that mistaken reports of the 

sighting of the St. Raphael might 
be expected, owing to the fact that 
pulp mills along the probable land 
route of the plane had forest-fire pa- 
trols of airplanes. 

“All we can do just now,” he said. 
“is.to maintain a close ‘watch for 
the plane and keep the field ready 
for a. landing. 

“T do not think it would: have been 
possible for the plane to have slipped 
through during the daytime and to 
have gone down at some isolated 
point inland. The gulf is full of 
ships, virtually all of them equipped 
wi radio, and -we are constantly 
broadcasting to them an. appeal to 
be alert for sight or sound of the St. 

Raphael. As you know, we have not 
nat a word about the plane since 
it _ Ireland. 

“It may be, of course, that the 
iaite was unable for various rea- 
sons to make much speed and that 
it may be reported tonight.”’

weather. Improving weather was 
over Newfoundland this morning 
with skies mostly clear and: winds 
chiefly northeast.

So the weather can probably be 
eliminated as a cause for the failure 
of the plane to be reported, unless 
one of those local storms at _ sea, 
which the weather experts could not 
know ‘of, hit the plane.

Expeditions “Comb the Interio® for 
Trace of Flier Now Missing 
Seven Days. 


BRUNSWICK, Ga;, Sept. 1 .— 
The seventh*day since Paul Redfern 
took off here on his projected non- 
stop flight to Brazil has passed with 
nothing except indefinite reports to 
keep alive the hopes of his relatives 
and friends that the young flier has 
not met disaster. 


The keenest disappointment came : 


today with official denial of a report 
from Para, Brazil, that Redfern’s 
monoplane had fallen in the vicinity 
of Alemquer, on’the Amazon River, 
but this report had been shadowed 
with the fear that the aviator’ may 
have met injury. 

While Executives of South Ameri- 
can States ordered expeditions pre- 
pared to search for the monoplane, 
one other report came from Miami, 
Fla. H. K. Smith of Smith, Sparks & 
Smith, Miami and Nassau shipping 
agents, on his return from a cruise 
to the ‘Bahamas reported that the 
natives of two Bahaman villages 
heard an airplane which was sup- 
posed to be the Port of Brunswick. 

The Miami report was mystifying 
to the Flight Committee. If the plane 
reported heard: by the’ Abaco Island 
natives at about 2 o’clock last Friday 
morning was the Port of Brunswick, 
they are unable to account for Red- 
fern’s delay, since he was scheduled 
to pass Great~Abaco ‘soon after 5 
o’clock on Thursday afternoon. 


Land Searches Organized. 


Meanwhile the Venezuelan Govern- 
ment was investigating the report 


that an airplane had been observed 
flying southeasterly over the delta 
of the Orinoco River last Saturday 
afternoon. The Governor of British 
Guiana issued instructions to police 
and to the population to look out 
for the airman and. render assist- 
ance should he be-docated on the 
colony’s soil. ‘ 

| At Para, Brazil, the Governor of 
the State authorized. the equipment 
of boats to cruise the River Igarape 
and approved the organization of ex- 
peditions to search the interior. Re- 
ceiving advices that the Alemquer 
report was groundless, he ordered 
the search to proceed: 

Althoug! the Alemquer rumor was 
‘received as an unverified report, it 
created intense excitement in Bruns- 
wick today. Business virtually was 
susvended. as. crowds gathered in 
front of the office of The Brunswick 
News. to read the bulletin board. 
Telephone messages fro: . towns and 
villages near by so swelled the vol- 
ume of requests received by the news- 
papers that it was necessary to ob- 
tain additional telephone help. 


zalemquer Report Groundless. 


PARA, Brazil, Sept. 1.@).—The re- 
port that Paul Redfern’s plane fell 
at Alemquer, Brazil, has been de- 
clared groundless. by later advices. 
The Governor of Para has tele- 
graphed the-authorities in the in- 
terior to continue the search. 


Brazil Surveys Interior for Flier. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Sept. 1 ().— 
The whereabouts of Paul R. Red- 


fern, the aviator, remained an un- 
solved mystery tonight. ; 

The Brazilian Government, in or- 
der to prevent the obtcrc(-yestbet-hales+ Mme) 4 
misleading reports, has ordered all 
land, cable and radio stations not to 
give to the public the slightest news 
of the aviator until after near, 3 it 
to Rio de Janeiro, so that the v- 
ernment may inform Edwin Morgan, 
the American Ambassador. Hun- 
dreds of Government employes are 
now prepared to flash the news to 
Rio de Janeiro. 

A small vessel left Para City today 
to comb the coast up to the Guiana 
frontier. Regarding the search a 
Government official said: 

“The Brazilian Government is 
searching the regions bordering on 
British Guiana, along the Branco 
River, and French Guiana along the 
Oyapock River. 

“Tf he came down along the Branco 
River, a long time would elapse be- 
fore he reached Boca Vista or Mara- 
cachita or Uapxanas, but even from 
these points only irregular river 
transport will get him back to the 
coast and civilization. 

‘“‘We are searching for him also be- 


tween the Oyapock and Jary Rivers|: 


and the coastline north from the 
Amazon estuary. 

“Tt is possible that Redfern was 
forced from his plotted route and 
came down somewhere between the 
Maicuru. and. Paru. Rivers, where 
there are three villages, Prinha, 
Erale and Apere, all without tele- 
graph communication.”

Have Flown Together Often. 


Wood-and Schiller, who have flown 
many miles together, are alike in

Schiller was born in 
Onawa, Iowa, but. makes his home 
in Toronto. He learned to fly with 
the Royal Air Force during the war 
and has been connected with the Ca- 
nadian Forest Patrol as pilot. 

Their opposite characteristics, man- 
ifested in Schiller’s impatience to be 
off when bad weather delayed their 
start, while Wood was willing to 
wait for fai: flying, and their com- 
mon regard for each other’s judg- 
ment that balances their undertak- 
ing, insures them a good chance for 
success, friends of both believe. 

PW ia tchaleyel authorities, including 
Eddie Stinson, builder of the mono- 
ogy’ in which the men are making 
he flight, were doubtful that the 
gasoline carried by. the plane would 
be sufficient to take them to their 
destination. 

The distance, approximated by 
Wood on his navigation maps, is 
3,950 miles. According to estimates 
made by the fliers fifteen hours will 
be required to reach Harbor Grace 
or St. John’s, N. F., the last point of 
land before heading out over tize At- 
lantic, while twenty-two more hours 
will be spent in flying over the ocean. 

It was the intention of Wood and 
Schiller to make a non-stop flight, 
but before taking off they intimated 
that if weather conditions were un- 
favorable when they reached New- 
foundland they might make a stop 
to get reports and to refuel the 
plane. 

The fliers are taking a chart on 
which the positions of all British and 
Canadian steamers on the Atlantic 
during the next few days are plot- 
ted. The approximate position of the 
steamers at the time of the take-off 
and their speeds are shown. 

“We don’t anticipate any trouble 
from the motor, but if the engine 
happened to go dead in mid-ocean 
or gave us any trouble, we would 
be able to make for the path of the 
nearest steamer,’’ Wood said shortly 
before the Royal Windsor took off. 

Mrs. Wood plans to sail for Eng- 
land on the first available boat when 
she receives word that her husband 
has reached his goal. Wood’s plans 
call for a flight to Italy while he 
awaits the arrival of his wife. 


FORCED DOWN IN MAINE. 


Tully and Medcalf Lose Way in Fog 
and Lana Near Caribou. 


CARIBOU, Me., Sept. 1 (®).—The 
monoplane Sir John Carling, at- 
tempting a flight from London, On- 
tario, to London, England, landed 
about 6 o’clock (Eastern Standard 
Time) tonight in an open field in 
‘the Township of Washburn, six miles 
from here. Foggy conditions forced 
the fliers. southward from their 
course to Newfoundland and com- 
pelled them to interrupt their flight. 

The plane first appeared over this 
town about 1:30 P. M., flying very 
low and circling as though in an ef-

Hundreds Go to the Field.

A sud- 
den change for the better in Atlan- 
tic weather conditions was reported 
to the aviators last night by the 
Weather Bureau, and this prompted 
their decision to take off. 

After leaving detailed instructions 
with the staff of:mechanics the avia- 
tors retired in a near-by hangar to 
snatch a few hours’ sleep before 
starting their long and perilous voy- 
age. 

Flood lights were turned.on at Le 
Bourget Field and hundreds were at- 
tracted to the air station by the pros- 
pect of another epoch-making event 
in. aviation. They stood near the 
hangar where the giant Farman was 


stored. 

The fact that nothing had been 
heard of Colonel F. F, Minchin and 
Captain Leslis Hamilton did not seem 
to affect ‘the plans of M. Givon and 
his aide. They were extremely an- 
xious to be the first Frenchmen to 
take the air.

Elaborate Safety Devices. 


Pilots Givon and Corbu have 
equipped their plane with the most 
elaborate life-saving and first-aid 
accessories yet carried by any trans- 
atlantic expedition. Each pilot has 
his own parachute in case of mis- 
hap over land, while a pneumatic 
life raft, somewhat similar to that 
employed by the Byrd expgdition, is 
aboard the plane. This can be filled 
with 350 litres of compressed air 
within four seconds. The air is car- 
ried in a bottle with a special valve 
attachment to the life raft tube. 

Both pilots will wear specially de- 
signed lifebelts made of light rubber, 
which will be capable of sustaining 
them in the water a long time. Each 
hed to it a small air- 
tight aluminum box containing ship's 
biscuits, caffeine extract, a small 
medicine kit, half a liter of strong 
alcohol and, according to a whim of 
the fliers, a couple of fishi lines. 

On the other side of each life belt 
is a canteen holding five litres of dis- 
tilled water. In their clothing each 
will have fastened a small emergency 
tool kit, including a knife, a pair of 
pincers and other necessaries for 
emergency repairs in case of leaks 
in the life raft. 

On board the plane was also a fire- 
less cooker on which food will be 
pee ed with the aid of canned 

ea “These articles would prob- 
ably be useless if we were the 
northern route,’’ said Givon, ‘But 
in. the event that we are forced down 
on the southern route we hope to 
find the water warm enough to per- 
mit several hours’ battle with the 
sea.

Bluebird Is Veritable Air Giant. 
The Farman Bluebird, with Leon 
Givon replacing Maurice Drouhin as

The Bluebird is a Farman Goliath, 
a biplane of immense proportions.

It 
has a gap between the wings of near- 
ly twelve feet, an eighty-foot wing 
spread, a length overail of 54 feet, 
and a weight with total load of more 
than 11 tons.

Special to The New York Times, 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. -1.— 
While the only organized effort to 
control Missouri’s delegation to the 
Republican National Convention is 
in the interest of former Governor 
Frank O. Lowden of Illinois, the 
Lowden candidacy is complicated by 
conditions chiefly local to the State 
but having a national angle. 
In the pre-convention skirmishing 
now in progress there is a criss-cross-

intraparty politics which tends to 
emphasize cx complicated condition 
affairs. As many of the Republi- 
can leaders see the problem con- 
oe, the party in their State, the 
choice of Missouri's delegation in the 
national convention must be made 
with pointed reference to the fact 
that — James A. Reed of Mis- 
souri is to be a candidate for the 
ee Presidential nomina- 
on, 
William Hirth of Columbia, head 
of the Missouri Farmers’ Association 
and editor of The Missouri Farmer, 
is chiefly responsible for working up 
sentiment for Lowden among the 
farmers although he is a Democrat. 
He has parted ager company 
with his personal friend Senator 
Reed, because of the latter’s wae’ 
tion to the McNary-Haugen bill. At 
a meeting of the Missouri Farmers’ 
Association held at Sedalia this week, 
with Senators McKellar of Tennessee 
and Caraway of Arkansas among 
the speakers, Mr. Hirth and his lieu- 
tenants exerted themselves in be- 
half of Mr. Lowden’s candidacy for 
the Republican nomination, with the 
result that the meeting adopted a 
resolution on Wednesday endorsing 
Mr. Lowden for the nomination. In 
the same resolution Senator Reed 
was condemned for his hostility to 
the McNary-Haugen bill. 


Farm Bill Not Main Issue. 


The McNary-Haugen bill, however, 
is not the major political issue in 
Missouri that it is in other mid-west- 
ern States. This is due to a variety of 
reasons, among them that the bulk of 
the political steecigth in. Missouri has 
changed from its rural sections to 
the cities, with St. Louis exercising 
a dominating influence in the de- 
termination of State and national 

litical contests. Another is that 
he Democrats are barred from mak- 
ing political capital sk the farm- 
ers out of President Coolidge’s veto 
of the McNary-Haugen. measure be- 
cause Missouri’s favorite son for the 
Democratic Presidential nomination, 
Senator Reed, occupies a position 
similar to that of Mr. Coolidge with 
reference to the principles of the bill. 

The American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration, which has been foremost in 
ne o sition to President 
Coolidge in r States of +he mid- 
West and the Northwest on pe 
of his veto, is not active politicall 7S 
Missouri, and the fact that the 
souri Farmers’ Association, chief 
sponsor for- McNary-Haugenism in 
the State, is headed by a Demo- 
crat causes many Republicans to 
look askance at its effort to influence 
their party in belief of Mr. Lowden. 

The Lowden candidacy for Mis- 
souri’s eigeerr ice in the Republican 
National Convention is immediately 
complicated by the fact that the 
scandal over the use of Lowden 
money in Missouri’s pre-convention 
Presidential campaign of 1920 is 
still a living issue in the State. As 
things now appear, it is certain to 
have a conspicuous part in the con- 
test already under way to determine 
what aspirant for the Republican 
Presidential. nomination shall have 
Missouri’s preference. A compromise 
might be reached by sending an un- 
instructed delegation to the national 
convention. 


Hoover Sentiment Is Limited. 


No popular sentiment in behalf of 
Herbert Hoover is yet in evidence, 
but it is apparent at this western end 
of the State that if his name is to 
be presented to the national conven- 
tion he will have the backing of 
many business men and influential 
newspapers.

So simple a conception’as a’ 
baseball flying from the pitcher to 
the batter turns out to be obscure, 
doubtful and even ridiculous. 

Planck, the originator of the 

uantum theory, Heisenberg, Schroe- 
dinmec and De Broglie have shown 
that the whole science of mechanics 
must be rewritten. And when it is 
rewritten, no one but a mathema- 
tician will be able to understand it. 
The scientific world is faced with an 
upheaval..as great as that brought 
about by Einstein.

The G@ecision of the officials was 
rea¢thed only after conferences that 
extended throughout yesterday at the 
offiees of the United States Polo As- 
sociation in New York and continued 
last evening in the Long Island home 
of E. Stoddard, Chairman of 
the association. Colonel Commandant 
H. A. Tomkinson of the British 
forces was present, al with other 
members of his side, and the formal 
statement issued last night repre- 
sents the unanimous opipion of the 
meeting, 

The Official Statement. 


The statement issued by the United 
States Polo Association follows: 

‘The first international polo match 
has been postponed from Monday, 
Sept. 5, to Saturday, Sept. 10. This 
act was.taken because the Interna- 
tional Polo Field at Meadow Bd uele) 4 
has been so saturated by the recent 


rains that in the judgment of the 
captains of the teams and of all 
others concerned it will not be satis- 
factery for first-class polo on Mon- 
day no matter what the weather may 
be between now and Sept. 5. 

, “Phe date for the game has been 
set for Sept. 10 in order that the 
public may have a definite date in 
mind, and in preference to the possi- 
ble plan of setting the start of Laer) 
matehes for an indefinite date when 
conditions became such that play of 
the importance of the international 
matches might be possible. 

“No date has been set for the sec- 
ond match and none will be until 
the close of the first date, when a 
date as near at hand as— possible 
under conditions then prevailing will 
be chosen. 

“This postponement does not, of 
course, mean that there will be no 
practice between now and the open- 
ing match. When fields are again 
usable for practice, this type of game

One informal reception after an- 
other greeted Tunney while he was 
in Utica.

He spent almost 
a half hour autographing everything 
in sight in the train sheds.

ANDERSON IS TIRED OUT 


Battles Gamely Through Ten 
Rounds Before 7,500—Cooper 
and Hull Win.

Tiger Flowers, Georgia negro, won 
a convincing victory over Joe Ander- 
son of Kentucky in Madison Square 
Garden last night. The former mid- 
dleweight champion of the world out- 
pointed his opponent in practically 
every one of the ten rounds. A 
crowd of 7,593 persons paid $16,248. 

The decision in favor of Flowers 
was expected and received with no 
particular enthusiasm. Flowers 
weighed 163 against 159% for Ander- 
son. 

After giving Anderson credit for 
courage and a fair right hand punch, 
little else can be said for him. 
Flowers excelled at infighting, at 
long distance work, in agressiveness 
and stood up gamely under what- 
ever hard punches Anderson de- 
livered. 


New Foul Trunks Not Worn. 


The bout was one of the most im- 
portant since the recent ruling of the 
Boxing Commission on the new foul 
line. However, neither of the con- 
testants wore the newly prescribed 
trunks, which are to show the new 
“a line, five inches below the belt 

e. 

There were several occasions dur- 
ing the bout when it was necessary 
for the referee to warn both fighters 
to keep up their punches. The pre- 
vailing opinion seems to be that the 
new trunks will. be put in use when 
the present ones are worn out. 
Flowers smothered Anderson with 
a whirlwind attack which the latter 
never met successfully. In several 
rounds Anderson rushed his man 
across the ring when stung and hurt. 
Flowers, however, kept the upper 
hand. 

At close range Flowers cut and 
hurt Anderson with a choppy punch 
swung downward from the elbow. On 
other occasions he brought a left or 
right uppercut into play which was 
damaging. ‘ 

When Anderson left the ring his 
right eye was badly cut and his 
mouth severely lacerated. Flowers 
had a slight swelling over each eye, 
but was otherwise undamaged. 
Following the introduction of Tom 
Heeney and Joe Dundee the fight be- 
gan. Flowers, filled with boundless 
energy, leaped and danced ‘all over 
the ring and all around his oppo- 
nent. Anderson was taken aback by 
the furious onslaught but fought 
back to gain even honors in C) 
round, 

The superiority of the former mid- 
dleweight champion became appar- 
ent in the second round. He hit An- 
derson three to one in close and had 
the better of him in long-range ex- 
changes. Anderson landed a heavy 
right to the negro’s head in the third 
round, but it was only a small item 
in. comparison to the  negro’s 
punches. 

An example of Flowers’s ener 
was afforded in the fourth. e 
slipped to his knees and jumped to 
his feet from his knees after the 
manner of an eccentric dancer. It 
was in the fifth round that Ander- 
son’s eye was cut. At the end of the

LEFT JAB DEFENSE 


Devotes Three Sparring Ses- 
sions to Remedying His 
Chief Ring Weakness. 


WILL REST AGAIN TODAY 


McCann, Tell and Sullivan Provide 
Good Workout as 3,000 
Spectators Watch.

CHICAGO, Sept. 1.—Jack Dempsey 
has gone in for the difficult task 
of getting away from a left-hand 
jab. This was emphatically evident 
this afternoon in the seven-round 
training drill of the former world’s 
heavyweight champion at Lincoln 
Fields race track \before a crowd of 
about 3,000 paid customers. 
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the most important part of Demp- 
sey’s session. There was this dif- 
ference to today’s workout: Demp- 
sey had no human punching bags 
in front of him. He had Jack Mc- 
Cann, St. Paul heavyweight; Osk 
Till, Rochester’s young middle- 
weight, and My Sullivan, St. Paul 
welterweight, who was having his 
first training go at the former 
champion. 

All three boxers boast good left 
hands, Till particularly, and it must 
be recorded‘ that all three of them 
hit Dempsey rather freely with their 
port paws, although it was noticeable 
that McCann was not as: accurate 
in his fire today as he has been 
in days past. Till and Sullivan, 
however, had Dempsey’s head bob- 
bing backward oon the end of 
straight lefts to the face and Till 
enjoyed the distinction of several 


times crashing through a right to 
the jaw. 


Flynn Voices Satisfaction. 


Manager Leo P. Flynn, however, 
was satisfied with the workout and 
the showing of Dempsey and didn’t 
hesitate to proclaim his satisfaction 
when the drill concluded. 

‘‘He’s working better now than he 
did before,”’ said Flynn. ‘‘The boys 
weren’t having so much fun this 
afternoon with their punches, and 
Dempsey wasn’t trying seriously to 
nail any of them with his own blows. 
I have him out there just ee ae 
trying to get away from those lef 
hand leads and at the same time 
maintaining a position of balance as 
he bobs and weaves or ducks or 
dodges from which he can strike a 
telling counter when a left glides by. 

‘‘He’s down off his toes now, al- 
most flatfooted, so that he can hit 
solidly when he lets go. But I 
haven’t been letting him put the 
strength, in his. punches, and he 
doesn’t either, save when he forgets 
himself. It wouldn’t be practicable 
te have Dempsey out there clipping 
those) fellows every chance he gets. 
You can’t find Tills and McCanns 
and Sullivans to work with him day 
in and day out if you are going to 
let him batter them to any extent. 
He can get the best results out of 
this training by just letting them 
do their stuff and doping out a style 
to counteract that of his rivals. 
He’ll do that and he’ll enter the ring 
with a style which will upset Mr. 
Tunney and those who think Demp- 
sey is through.’’ 


Dempsey Rests Today. 


Dempsey is to have another day of 
rest tomorrow—his third of the week. 
This is in support of his conviction 
that the former champion is in won- 
derful condition right now, Flynn 
said. The popular theory around 
here, however, is that Dempsey needs 
work and plenty of it, if he is to go 


into the ring against Tunney at his 
fighting best. 

The fact that Tunney is to arrive 
here tomorrow to begin training at 
the Cedar Crest Country Club, sev- 
enty-two miles out of the pe may 
have had something to do th the 
decision to rest Dempsey. With 
Dempsey idle, Tunney can have the 
spotlight without interference. 

Dempsey opened his training with 
a round on the pulleys and then 
punched the inflated bag for a round 
before entering the ring with Mc- 
Cann. The St. Paul boxer was not 
so: successful with» his left jabs as 
Dempsey pressed in and delivered 
rights to the heart under the south- 
paw leads. McCann, nevertheless, 
ee to connect with his left fre- 
quently enough to reveal Dempsey 
as an open target. In one mixup 
Dempsey beat his mate’s left lead 
with a right to the heart and quick 
as a flash shifted his attack, driving 
a left to the head and a right in a 

lancing blow to the jaw, sending 

cCann back into the ropes. 

Several times after that Dempse 
got through his mate’s defense wi 
high left hooks and in a scrimmage 
in ep Bagg go landed a smash- 
ing left the jaw. Although Mc- 
Cann several time: grazed the jaw 
with his right after a left lead, it 
was noticeable that Dempsey was 
hitting better. 


Till Discloses Weakness. 


Dempsey’s weaknesses were glar- 
ingly illustrated in his round of box- 
ing with Till. The former champion 
was wide or short with many 
punches, so that Till found little dif- 


ey. getting inside a left hook with 
a right to the jaw. Twice Dempsey 
was short with his right for the jaw 
when the blow was egy pers over 
a left lead, All the time Till mepnes 
around Dempsey pecking with his 
lefts to the face and Se ae 
driving a right in an arching hoo 
to the head. At close quarters, too, 
Till managed to tie Dempsey against 
dangerous attack. 

Sullivan was an active little fellow 
who stuck close to Dempsey all the 
time, leading continually with left 
jabs under which Dempsey ducked 
or dodged, so that the former cham- 
pion was bobbing and weaving for 
most of the round. It was Demp- 
sey’s plan in this workout to content 
himself with trying to block or evade 
his mate’s leads, but it was not to 
be expected that he could get away 
from every punch, and he didn’t. 

As a consequence Dempsey’s head 
snapped back stiffly and not infre- 
quently on the end of left jabs cnd 
short, choppy right crosses or upper- 
cuts delivered by Sullivan as Demp- 
sey pressed in. 

Dempey followed his boxing with 
a round of tugging and mauling with 
cumbersome Marty Cutler, former 
wrestler, and closed the drill with a 





round of combined floor exercise and 
shadow boxing.

TOKIO, Sept. 1.—Tokio citizens 
celebrated the fourth anniversary of 
the great earthquake today with ob- 
servances revealing a curious «amix- 
ture of solemnity and natural gayety.

“The fact that the Palestine Gov-

None of the details of VENT aCe) y 
background matches the resourceful- 
ness of the acting. As the comedian 
in question Mr. Skelly gives a glow- 
ing performance of fleeting charac- 
tor portrayal amid a whirl of eccen- 
tric make-ups and bits of hoofing 
and clowning. Trained on the. cir- 
cuit he speaks with authority of the 
putty-nose school of drama. Miss 
Stanwyck as his wife plays with 
genuine emotion and kicks her way 
skillfully through the chorus num- 
bers. Miss Wilson as the soubrette 
and Mr. Brown as the company man- 
ager act their less conspicuous parts 
with a real tang. In the subordi- 
nate part of a cattle man Mr. Thea- 
dore gives a ee simple, frank, 
unembellish performance. 

With a tighter, more symmetrical 
story and much firmer direction such 
actors could transform ‘‘Burlesque’’ 
into a swift imstrument of acted 
acheiiage yy Rapes yaar the — 
plays prove that acting is generally 
more competent than playwriting. 
The essential idea of a play like 
‘Burlesque’ seems fascinating to 
any one who loves the theatre and 
the mad, irresponsible life that flows 
through the dressing rooms. But it 
requires more authoritative disci- 
pline, more versatility in showman- 
ship, than the performance of ‘‘Bur- 
lesque’’ reveals. After properly re- 
warding the highly pent nh acting 
and confessing the lure of such thea- 
trical material, one stiJl leaves the 
theatre disappointed. ‘‘Burlesque’’ 
roight have been far more incisive 
than it is.

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THE POLITICAL ALMANAC. 


Politics as well as the weather 
knows its. times and scenes. The 
meteorology of public life is no more 
an.exact science than the other kind, 
but it has its fixed beliefs or tradi- 
tions. One of them’is that politica! 
activity always starts up in Septem- 
ber. There ought not to be such a 
magical difference between Aug. 31 
and Sept. 1, but the oracles of poli- 
tics always act as if there were. In 
their confiding way they announce 
that the passage of a single day 
“clears the atmosphere” and makes 
the reading of the future much easier 
to the politically clairvoyant. 

It seems to be in accordance with 
this time-honored view that Senator 





BoRAH chooses Sept. 1 to state just: 


how the Presidential campaign with- 
in the Republican Party looks to him 
at present. There is great virtue in 
“at present.” It is a veritable anchor 
to windward for every. political 
prophet. We all know the phrases: 
“If the National Convention were to 
“ be held tomorrow, no human power 
“could prevent the nomination of 
“Hiram W. Shuttleworth. The sit- 
“uation may change by next June, 
“but at present his success seems 
“certain.” Senator BorRAH’s two 
leading candidates “ at present” are 
Governor LOWDEN and’ Secretary 
Hooyer. _Of course, he confined his 
observations to the Northwest. There 
he is sure that the men he names 
are far in the lead; but in order to be 
inclusive and generous he adds that 
Vice President DAWEs and Speak- 
er. LONGWorTH. have .“ considerable 
strength.” This is what the corre- 
spondent who telegraphs all this 
from St. Paul calls “sizing up the 
campaign.” 

There is a lot of it going on, equal- 
ly speculative, equally contingent. 
The political authorities know that 
something is expected of them, and 
they do their best to look wise and 
brooding on things to come. No 
theory is too subtle or far-fetched 
to get a hearing. <A favorite one is 
to link up nominations and elections 
with the stock market, or the price 
of corn, or the quotations for copper 
and steel. .This lends an air at once 
of profundity and plausibility to such 
political reasoning, though obviously 
it, is just as impossible to predict 
the state of trade next June as it is 
the choice of candidates at that time 
by the two great political parties. 
Yet strong opinions may be held on 
either side, and violent debates about 
them started. That is the kind of 
thing which, if there were a recog- 
nized political almanac, we should 
be warned by it ne expect “ at about 
this time.” 

More could be said for the rule of 
an old and experienced political 
forecaster, who laid it down that in 
a time when politics runs-dry, ‘“‘ Sun- 
“day is a great day for political 
“rumors.” That might easily . be 
verified from past ‘records, and 
probably will appear to be so many 
times in coming months, More than 
one public man has: been alive to the 
advantage of getting a hearing in 
the. Monday morning newspapers. 
Such matter is carefully prepared in 
advance and marked for “release ” 
on the appointed day.. But Sunday 
is also a day famous for meetings 
of politicians, either chance or ar- 
ranged, and leakings from ‘them to 
the press are.a regular feature of 
Monday morning political weather 
in the Fall of the year. They will 
doubtless increase as the fabled 
“ equinoctial storms” come, or fail 
to come. & 

It i too, eyjdent that searchers of 
the political skies just now find few 





positive signs of coming ‘change. 
Lord RosEBery said of’ PirT at one 
critical point in his career that he 
“had réceived ‘some of the. secret, 
“warnings that forebode the. cy- 
“clones. ,in. which. Governments go 
“down.” ) No, such danger signals 
are flying today, though some Re- 
publican leaders. are: fearing that 
they'*may be flown before’ many 
months have: passed. The authors of 
political almanacs tell us little about 
such things, They can predict gentle 
breezes in New England or zephyrs. 
in Pennsylvania, but seldom foresee 
political ‘hurricanes and landslides. 
So far is politics being able to 
qualify as a science through being 
able to predict the future! This: fact, 
however, will not prevent the usual 
humber of entertaining politicasters 
from putting on the conventional 
garments of the prophet. 
: Cs 
CITY BI-PARTISAN DEALS. 

The charge of Magistrate CARNEY 
of Philadelphia that WILLIAM S. 
VARE actively directs the affairs of 
both the Republican and Democratic 
parties in that city will not cause 
great surprise in communities where 
there is a preponderant party major- 
ity. In Philadelphia the accusation 
will probably cause no surprise at 
all, for there the science of politics— 
backed by useful ‘“ minority repre- 
sentation’ laws—has progressed to 
stages of miraculous efficiency. 
There aren’t.enough Democrats in 
Philadelphia or Pittsburgh to man 
all the city polls; yet the laws of 
Pennsylvania:prescribe that a Demo- 
crat shall be on every city and 
county commission. The result is 
that patronage arrangements are 
made on the basis that, if the Demo- 
crats nominate a candidate suitable 
to the Republicans, a proportionate 
number of jobs will be awarded 
them. Otherwise all bets are off, 
and the Democrats may have the 
satisfaction of seeing all the city 
offices held by Republicans. Before 
such a temptation as this, the pro- 
fessional politician is weak; the 
minority party becomes more and 
more an appanage, and only new 
election laws will improve the 
ESEADE-hA Le) 

New York City is not entirely un- 
familiar with patronage combina- 
tions; it has even seen some languid 
sham battles. Friends and relatives 
of minority bosses have a remark- 
able way of getting into office in 
these boroughs; and both Tammany 
and the Koenig organization have 
been charged with “lying down” by 
their national and State organiza- 
tions at certain times. So long as 
voters in local affairs take pride in 
their fidelity to meaningless party 
labels, so long will combinations 
continue. But it is much worse in 
Pennsylvania than anywhere else in 
the North and West because of the 
“minority representation” statutes. 

Some of the city Democrats have 
gone even further to help their 
friends, the Republican bosses of 
Pennsylvania. When there was a hot 
independent movement afoot in the 
rival party, and the benevolent boss 
was threatened in his leadership, 
they have obligingly registered as 
Republicans and, entering the Re- 
publican primaries, have seen to it 
that the slate went through. 


AIR MAIL BY CONTRACT. 


With the transfer of the New 
York-Chicago route to the National 
Transport Company the Government 
goes out of the business of carrying 
mail matter by airplanes. The Kelly 
bill passed by the Congress that met 
in December, 1925, prepared the 
way for the Government’s retire- 
ment from the pioneer work of car- 
rying mail through the air. It was 
done in the interest of civil aviation 
and at an estimated cost of $15,- 
000,000. Receipts from postage made 
up a part of this. Postmaster Gen- 
eral NEW said a year ago that the 
night service between New York 
and Chicago was paying operating 
expenses. The time had come to 
give private firms an opportunity 
to take over established services 
under contracts that permitted them 
to carry express: matter and pas- 
sengers. Planes and equipment have 
been sold to them. Mr. New has 
said: 

It was planned to develop the air 
mail service to a point where its 
practicability could be demonstrat- 
ed, and then, as soon as com- 
mercial flying companies became 
strong enough to handle such an 
enterprise, to relinquish the fruits 
of the department’s pioneering. 

Receipts from passengers and 
express, added to what is earned by 

private companies for carrying the 
mails, promise to make the busi- 
ness profitable. In the West pas- 
sengers are being taken. Between 
New York and Chicago applica- 
tions are expected. As the Post- 
master General has pointed out, it 
will be possible for a business man 
to leave New York by a_plane car- 
rying the mail after the close of 
business on Saturday and arrive in 
San Francisco. by. the time business 
opens on, Monday morning. The 
transcontinental, route, is fed by 
lines in private hands running from 
Boston, Cleveland, St. Paul, Dallas, 
Pueblo,..Los .Angeles, Seattle and 
Pasco. More feeders will be added, 
until every part of the country is 
connected. Pending the equipment 
of new lines fast trains are. used 
for the transportation of mails, ex- 
press and passengers to pivotal 
points served by: the private air 
companies, A 

The kind of service. whicl 
mail air companies can r 
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illustrated ne (sie swift transporta- 
tion™of ‘$200,000 in bills recently 
from st. Louis to Zeigler, Ill., in 
time to avert .a run, upon.a bank. 
Business ‘will’ find new ways of 
using to its advantage the facilities 
offered by air companies. Competi- 
tion will necessitate the carriage of 
articles of value. with the least 
delay. Most “of the pilots who 
formerly worked for the Goyern- 
ment have been engaged by the 
private companies succeeding to the 
routes, and there are no better 
aviators in the world. With these 
companies in the van of commercial 
transportation an expansion to in- 
calculable dimensions seems to be 
assured. The National Air Trans- 
port is said. to be second only to 
the celebrated Deutsche Lufthansa, 
which receives a Government sub- 
sidy, in the number of planes oper- 
ated. The outlook for commercial 
aviation in America was never 
brighter. 
—_—_—_————_——_——————— 
A CIVIC LEADER. 

We are indebted to a pamphlet 
called ‘Civic Leadership, Develop- 
ment: and Responsibility ” for many 
instructive and uplifting views, the 
more welcome since the author is a 
rich man, powerful in practical af- 
fairs, but none the less an idealist 


who does not forget his duty to the’ 


community. He stresses the “ con- 
tinuous obligation” owed by every- 
body to it and most by those most 
favored by fortune. Moreover: 

Enlightened self-interest should 
quicken acceptance of the obliga- 
tion. There is hardly room for 
argument that what is good for the 
community as a whole is, broadly 
considered, good for us in our 
business and professions. Con- 
versely, what is good for us in 
the best sense is good: for every 
other man, woman and child in the 
community. 

Too much must not be expected 
from politicians and parties, “too 
“often approached from both sides 
“on the basis of a horse trade.” 
Governmental agents must be sup- 
plemented by the efforts of private 
persons who can “envision” things 
as they ought to be, and at long 
range. Our man of vision is toler- 
ant of, but not deceived by, the 
political tribe: 

Politicians and officeholders, re- 
gardless of what they may say in 
their campaigns, are mostly con- 
cerned with getting into office and 
staying in. That is why they are 
in politics. They are in politics to 
get into office or to have a hand 
in putting other men in, as we are 
in business or professions to make 
money or a career or both. 

The pamphlet ends on a high 
strain’ of “civic responsibility and 
community service.” The author is 
Mr.. SAMUEL INSULL of Chicago, 
whose pen, suddenly made so §fa- 
mous in 1926, is best known on the 
signature of campaign-fund checks. 
Distrusting politicians, he still took 
a hand as a community-spirit man 
in “putting over” the nomination 
of Colonel FRANK L. SMITH for 
Senator. From community spirit 
he also forced money upon the 
reluctant Mr. GEORGE BRENNAN. 
Ignoring “the personal, factional or 
“party interests for the moment for 
“the sake of the larger ultimate 
“ public interest,” he “loosened up” 
for some of the Chicago Republican 
factions. For the good of the com- 
munity he, the master of public 
utilities, let his pocketbook bleed 
freely for Colonel SMITH, a member 
of the State Commission charged 
with their regulation. 

As a person favored by fortune, 
he felt that “ enlightened self-inter- 
est. should quicken acceptance” of 
his obligation to the community to 
boost materially the candidacy of 
Colonel SMITH. He must have been 
sure that what was good for 
SAMUEL INSULL was good for “ every 
“other man, woman and child in 
“the community.” His vision, the 
delicacy and purity of his motives 
and conduct, his profound sense of 
civic responsibility, shine through 
a .cloud of detraction rude. He 
may be in contempt at Washington, 
but his undaunted civic leadership 
should make him thoroughly ap- 
preciated in the Commonwealth of 
LEN. SMALL. 


CROSS-CURRENTS IN FRANCE. 


After a prolonged silence M. 
BRIAND has injected himself into the 
Franco-German discussions with im- 
mediate results. His intervention in 
the debates of the Interparliamen- 
tary Union against the “hard- 
boiled” attitude of some of the 
French spokesmen has had ‘its 
echoes in Germany. There the Lo- 
carno spirit is discovered to be not 
quite as dead as it was reported to 
be only a few days ago. Our Paris 
correspondent speaks of BRIAND 
heading a new campaign for Lo- 
carno. Such an effort would indeed 
be called for if the present temper 
of France is correctly represented 
by the negotiations concerning the 
troops in the Rhineland and by the 
renewed fears of German machina- 
tions against French security, ut- 
tered by M. HENRI DE JOQUVENEL. 
But it is by no means certain that 
the mood of the French people as a 
whole has turned cold to Locarno 
and to the League of which Locarno 
is one of the products. 

Personal considerations, consid- 
erations of internal politics, prob- 
ably enter into the situation. Thus 
one would gather from. JOUVENEL’S 
somewhat’ heady: words on national 
security and armed peace that he is 
no friend to the idealism embodied in 
the League and the Locarno agree- 


ments. But Ss a matter of pinta he 
is. a..more stalwart Leaguer than 
H BRIAND himseif. The former recently 
refused membership in the French 
delegation to the next League meet- 
ing on the ground that the League | n 
has not asserted itself sufficiently. 
It postponed ‘difficult problems in- 
stead of tackling them courageously. 
It permits. the: Big. Fellows to boss 
the Little Fellows. It marks time 
while issues of moment are threshed 
out by’ the ‘Foreign Ministers in 
secret conclave. These are certainly 
not the ‘views of one who prefers the 
old mailed fist and the ‘old private 
diplomacy to BRIAND’s ideal of in- 
ternational trust and cooperation. 

The, explanation may be that next 
year there are parliamentary elec- 
tions in France and that to some 
extent the campaign is already un- 
der way. Personal ambitions are 
beginning to assert. themselves. On 
broader lines it is not iaconceivable 
that POINCARE himself is giving a 
thought to the forthcoming elec- 
tions, In the interest of the Nation- 
alist bloc it may not be expedient to 
let BRIAND, of the opposing camp, 
fill so large a place in the picture as 
he has done since Locarno. Non-elec- 
toral factors are present. Unques- 
tionably a’ great many Frenchmen 
want no tampering with the troops 
in the Rhineland because they re- 
gard the Occupation as a solid guar- 
antee for the continuance of repara- 
tion payments. And if not a guar- 
antee, the troops on the Rhine are 
good trading material. So set are 
German hearts upon ridding German 
soil of foreign soldiers that Berlin 
will offer much, as STRESEMANN has 
already offered much, to bring the 
thing about. There are stories of 
POINCARE cherishing a grandiose 
scheme for obtaining a large lump 
sum of Dawes payments in advance, 
for a virtual liquidation of repara- 
tions in fact, in return for evacuat- 
ing the Rhineland. 

It is not altogether pleasant that 
personal and political views should 
thus be making capital of interna- 
tional questions with the danger of 
reviving international animosities. 
But it is reassuring that behind the 
increasing tensions noticed of late 
there is nothing more fundamental 
than personal considerations. If 
basic popular sentiment in France 
and Germany remains true to peace 
and conciliation, the Briand “ ideal- 
ism” in the long run will assert it- 
self against the “ practical” men. 








FACING THE FACTS. 


Sir ARTHUR KEITH in his address 
as President of the British Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science 
called attention to the extraordinary 
difference between the audience 
which he addressed and that ad- 
dressed by his predecessor, Sir Ros- 
ERT OWEN, the first anatomist of 
his day, in the city of Leeds sixty- 
nine years ago. In 1858 the “vast 
assemblage” of scientists was, “ al- 
most without a. dissentient,” con- 
vinced that man had come upon 
this earth by a special act of crea- 
tion. By contrast, Sir ARTHUR’S 
vaster audience, if not convinced 
Darwinists, were yet “prepared to 
“ believe, when full proofs are forth- 
“ coming, that man began his career 
“as a humble primate animal.” 

It was at that meeting sixty-nine 
years ago that the “first verbal 
shot ” was fired in a combat whose 
echoes are still reverberating in 
some of our State Legislatures. Sir 
ROBERT’s scornful reference to the 
idea that man was “ merely a trans- 
muted ape” was answered two years 
later by THOMAS HENRY HUXLEY. It 
was further answered by CHARLES 
DARWIN, who, at that time, was 
at work on the first chapter of 
a book entitled “The Origin of 
Species” in a Kentish village near 
which, only thirty miles away, the 
fossil remains of the Piltdown man 
were found a half century later. 
And now no less an authority than 
one of the foremost living scientists 
announces that while DARWIN had 
to leave blank some pages in the his- 
tory of man’s evolution and to make 
it necessary to alter some details, 
the fundamentals of his outline “ re- 
main unshaken.” Sir ARTHUR goes 
even further and asserts that it 
never can be shaken. 

Whatever the conclusion to which 
the facts lead, they are themselves 
unescapable, That conclusion is 
baldly put by Sir ARTHUR: - : 

The evidence of man’s evolution 

from an ape-like being obtained 
from a study of fossil remains is 
definite and irrefutable, but the 
process has been infinitely more 
complex than was suspected in 
DaRwWIn’s time. 

So far. the scientists travel to- 
gether, but in peering for a glimpse 
of that ancestral creature they part 
company, some thinking to find him 
in the Oligocene period, millions of 
years beyond the dawn man, a being 
of “ neutral stock” from whom man 
ascended and the anthropoid ape de- 
scended; while others look for him 
in the Miocenean forest with a 
respectable. antiquity of a million 
years and an anthropoid ancestry. 
Sir ARTHUR confronts our “ anthrop- 
ic pride,” which is disposed to 
boast the more ancient lineage, with 
“all the evidence now at our dis- 
posal,” supporting the conclusion 
that man has arisen from an anthro- 
poid ape “ not higher in the zoologi- 
cal scale than a chimpanzee.” More- 
over, he allows only a million years 
from the beginning of this diver- 
gence till now—a period too short 
to reconcile us completely to the 
fi gs of these few years since the 
B Association met in Leeds in 
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‘CHEN, until. his. departure: National-

Yet it is the 
forecast. of our Moscow correspon- 
dent that the Hankow éxiles will line 
up with Comrade STALIN, whom the 
Trotsky-Zinoviev-Radek Opposition 
holds responsible for the defeat of 
the world revolution in the Yangtse 
sector. It is the Opposition case 
that STALIN’S policy of cooperation 
between -the Chinese Communists 
and the radical wing of the Kuomin- 
tang was doomed in advance. In- 
stead of cooperation, the Commu- 
nists should have gone in for 100 per 
cent.- revolution, - soviets, workers 
and peasants and the rest. Compro- 
mise with the Chinese “‘ bourgeois’”’ 
only led to betrayal of the revolution 
by the bourgeois, beginning with 
CHIANG KAI-SHEK and followed by 
the suppression of the Red move- 
ment at Hankow itself. 

A proletarian Government is not 
very unlike a capitalist Government 
in finding ‘it hard to explain defeat. 
But the Russian Communists are ex- 
pert dialecticians, and the Stalinites 
have been energetic and irigenious in 
saddling part at least of the respon- 
sibility for the Chinese disaster on 
TROTSKY and his associates. They 
do not say it in so many words, but 
it is the substance of their conten- 
tion that it was precisely the attempt 
to put over a 100 per cent. Com- 
munist revolution that brought on 
defeat. The Nationalist movement 
was disrupted when the Chinese 
labor element under Communist 
leadership began to drive too hard; 
when “ soviets ’ of Chinese peasants 
began expropriating the farmer- 
landowners; when, in short, the 
bourgeois element among the Chi- 
nese which might have been induced 
to go far on the patriotic issue was 
frightened off by the imminence of 
a social revolution. For this, STALIN 
has openly stated, China is not yet 
ready. 

On this issue, with others now the 
subject of bitter controversy in Rus- 
sia, the fighting will wax hot in 
preparation for the. forthcoming 
meeting of the Russian Communist 
Congress. The strength of the Op- 
position, as revealed in the recent 
test over the contemplated expulsion 
of TROTSKY and ZINOVIEV, is greater 
than the Stalinites anticipated. 
That is why simultaneously with the 
controversial bombardment from the 
Stalinite trenches have come prac- 
tical concessions. Proletarian poli- 
tics are like capitalist politics in 
the intricacy of their manoevures. 
RADEK, who now blames the Stalin 
faction for not practicing 100 per 
cent. revolution in China, was for a 
long time under a cloud because his 
timid leadership defeated the excel- 
lent chance, as Moscow saw it, of 
putting over a Communist revolu- 
tion in Germany four years ago. 
STALIN, on the other hand, will have 
BORODIN, CHEN and Mme. SUN YAT- 
SEN to prove him right on his Chi- 
nese policy, but actually is reported 
to be taking over the 100-per-cent- 
ers’ ideas.

WESTFIELD, N. J., Sept. 1.—The 
new State tax of two cents per gal- 


lon on gasoline which went into ef- 
fect on July 1 of this eae has pro- 
duced a problem to a local business 
man. A few days ago this man pur- 
chased one gallon o line to use 
in-a machine in his business. The 
new law entitled him to .exemption 
from the tax under the classification 
“for manufacturing gered and 
therefore he paid no tax. 

Recently the State authorities wrote 
him informing him that the gasoline 
supply cones y had filed his exemp- 
tion with em and that he must 
fill out an enclosed card telling that 
the gas was used for the purpose 
stated and specifying the portion un- 
used, if any. He was informed that 
the statement must be sworn to be- 
fore a notary. 

The two-cent tax exemption, there- 
fore, would cost the local business 
man twenty-five cents for the no- 
tary’s fee and return postage of two 
cents, together with the cost of such 
stationery as may be necessary for 
the reply. The State, likewise, had 
spent the time inh writing the letter, 
plus two cents pomene and the sta- 
tionery used. e business man paid 
the two-cent tax to save money.

disease and a slight touch of pneu-|», 
monia. Her age was 58. 

She had had breakfast shortly after 
8 o’clock, whén she felt that she was 
going to die., In spite of her weak- 
ness, she would not go back to bed, 
but insisted that she be allowed to 
sit by a window and look at the Hud- 
son River, a view that she cherished 
greatly and one that she often said 
was superior to looking at ‘‘the Seine 
or any of the European rivers.’’. 

Her sister, Mrs. Mino Leslie of 
Hicksville, Ohio, who was staying 
with her, and a nurse were standing 
by her side at the window. ‘This 
storm will make my breathing 
harder,’’ she said, as she watched 


the rain. 

And then she went back to her bed. 
Within a few minvées she mur- 
mured: “I think I am reaching the 
end.’”’ Soon she was. unconscious. 

Mrs. Leslie said’ her’sister had not 
been confined to her bed during the 
light pneumonia siege. She had re- 
mained in her ane ent, however. 
Besides ‘Mrs. Leslie and the nurse, 
the last to see Mrs. Bingham alive 
were Lestrange Millman, an actor 
who had appeared with her; Joseph 
Henning and Mr. and Mrs. Murray 
Hulbert. 


Had Begun Writing Memoirs. 


Not long ago Mrs. Bingham com- 
menced to write her memoirs. Two 
‘weeks ago she told a friend that her 
husband, Lloyd Bingham, who had 
been her manager before his death 
while on Henry Ford’s peace mission 
to Scandinavia in 1915, had come to 
her in a dream. 

“Don’t think so much about death, 
Amelia; write the book,’’ she said 
he had advised her. And so she had 
— ahead writing. She told friends 

hat she had composed some pages 
about her first memory, that of hav- 
ing the whooping cough at the age 
of 3, and about her first meeting 
with Mr. Bingham, who saw her in 
some school theatricals when she 
was a girl in Hicksville, where she 
‘was born. 

The memoirs went on to tell how 
Mr. Bingham had persuaded her 
father, who was a strict Methodist 
and a hotel proprietor, to let her go 
on the stage. They were married a 
year later and this ended her student 
days at Ohio bed ha University. 

Mrs. Bingham’s first professional 
stage part was played on the Pacific 
Coast. She made her New York 
début at the old People’s Theatre on 
the Bowery in 1893, playing a lead- 
ing réle in a melodrama, ‘‘The St 

le for Life.’’ She became America’s 

irst woman manager nearly twenty- 
seven years ago. 

Her last — rance was only 
a@ year ago, when she played in “The 
Pear] of Great Price” at the Century 
Theatre. In 1925 she took part in a 
revival of Pinero’s ‘‘Trelawny of 
the Wells.’’ Mrs. Leslie said yester- 
day that she had been reading plays 
during the past few. months hoping 
to find one that would permit her to 
return to the stage this year. 


Evidence of Her Popularity. 


Thirty years ago Mrs. Bingham 
was so popular that in a newspaper 
competition for the title of American 
State Queen she polled more than 


9,000 out of 30,000 votes. Lillian Rus- 
sell, Ada Rehan, Maude Adams and 
Fannie Davenport, other favorites of 
an older generation, received only a 
few hundred votes coer 

She made her earl ly successes in 
“The Power of Gold,’ ‘The Shaugh- 
ran,”’ ‘‘Colleen Bawn, ” “The Village 
Postmaster,” “Captain Impudence”’ 
and. other melodramas of the nine- 
ties. In 1897 she came under the 
management of the late Charles 
Frohman, appearing as the star of 
“The White Heather.’* Other Froh- 
man productions in which ‘she 
starred included: ‘‘The Pink Dom- 
ino,’’ ‘‘The Proper Caper,’ ‘‘On and

Shall Never Have Equipped Army,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.—A differ- 
ent war from that which the United 


States entered in Europe in 1917, one. 
in which the emphasis will be on’ 


*‘mibility. and combat,” was visual- 
ized by Major Gen. Charles ‘P. Sum- 
merall, Chief of Staff,, in’ discussing 
the war of the future in. an address 
today at the opening exercises of the 
twenty-second term of the. War Col- 
lege. 

“The vision of a different kind of 
war from that of 1917.”’ General 
Summerall said, ‘‘must be extended 
to: mobility and combat. It will not 
again be justifiable to exhaust’ in-| 
fantry by long marches when they 
can be transported by motor vehicles, 
nor can we conceive a repetition of 


the slaughter of our assault battal- 
- fons when the enemy’s organization 
in attack or defense can be shattered 


by bombing and attack planes and by 


tanks. .. .- 

“Semi-automatic rifles ‘must give 
the infantryman: the necessary vol- 
ume of fire, and increased range and 
power .of artillery. must afford more 
effective support. 
be. accomplished the battle phases of 
neutralizing the enemy by fire and 
exploiting his Position afterward’ by 
the infantry.”’ 


‘Warns of Prior Experience. 


General Summerall warned against: 


the temptation ‘‘to view military 


problems . in: the light of the last ex- 
perience.’’ 

“Tt must be: borne in mind, ” he 
said, ‘that no two situations or cam- 
paigns in war are alike. Especially 
must’ it be ‘recognized that our. last 
experience presented’ a very_ special 
case that cannot. be repeated. 

“Not again can we expect allies to 

contain the enemy for more tian a 
year.and furnish us with, all.essential 
munitions. while we are ae 
our armies. Rather must we visua. 
ize war as coming suddenly, without 
our, desire or expectation, and, in 
spite * of’ every course _of action, to 
avert it. 

“Our maximum effart will be de- 
manded speedily. If -this . requires 
the’ impossible, it must‘ be remem- 
bered that war is a game of :mpossi- 
bilities.

Althou 
the State Architect is not tdthatealiy 
the head of a State department, s 
Governor thought ‘so much of 
Jones that he made an exception of 
his case and gave him a seat in the 
inner circle of the Governor’s official 
advisers. 


Governor, Not Consulted. 


It was learned here yesterday that 
Colonel Greene did not consult the 
Governor before replacing Mr. Jones 
with Colonel William M. Acheson, 


Chief Engineer of the Department of 
Public Works, in charge of the con- 
struction job. Persons in close 
touch with the situation, however, 
predicted that the Governor -un- 
eoeesanably would baie ‘Colonel 
reene, inasmuch as Colonel Greene.

HOLDING PHONE LINE 


Strand in Hands of Workmen 
Near Timblin, Pa., Touches 
°33,000-Volt Wire. 











FIVE KILLED. AT FIRST 


Sixth Lineman Goes to Aid of His 
Companions. asd. Receives 
Fatal Injuries, 


TIMBLIN, Pa., Sept. 1 (#.—Six 
meh were electrocuted near here this 
afternoon when ‘they came into con- 
tact with a high-tension wire carry- 
ing 33,000 volts of electricity. The 
victims were linemen: employed by 
the Pepn Pyblic Service Corpora- 
tion. 

Five of the men were killed in- 


stantly, while one, who attempted 
to rescue the others from the grip 
of the ‘“‘hot’”’ wire, died later. 

The men.were stringing.:a tele- 
‘phone line across a valley. Five of 
them were pulling the line when it 
came in- contact with the high-ten- 
sion wire. ‘Théy were khocked down’ 
by the ‘shock. Raymond Smith, 
working on a pole near by, went to 
their aid. He. sought to free them 
from the wire, but was so badly 
shocked himself that he died later. 

The scene of the accident is a 
sparsely settled section. Two other 
linemen, Quay Grube:and David Mc- 
Millan, injured. by the shock, were 
able to summon aid. Doctors and 
first aid crews were called. They 
worked on. the victims* for some 
time. Finally, the doctors said five 
were dead and beyond aid. A first 
aid crew continued to work on 
Smith, but to no avail. 

The dead; in addition to Smith, 
all of utawney, Pa., were 
Warren Barnett, Raymond Curry, 
David Dinmire, Lloyd Shaffer and 
Blair Joyner. 

The crew of eight men left Punx- 
sutawney earlier in the-day to erect 
a new private telephone line for the 
Penn blic Service Corporation 
over its high-tension course in West- 
ern Jefferson County. They had 
been at work several hours when the 
accident occurred. 

All of the victims, with the excep- 
tion: of Smith, were dragging the 
wire over the insulators of the tele- 
phone pole line. Grube and McMil- 
lan were working ahead when Grube 
looked back and saw the five others 
hag moe on the ground. Joined 

mith, who had been atop a pole, 
rube and McMillan hurried to their 
aid. Smith, in his efforts to free 
his comrades from the deadly wire, 
received the full charge himself and 
was knocked unconscious. 

Physicians and nurses were sum- 
moned from near-by towns by Mc- 
Millan and Grube, who telephoned 
the Timblin power house to shut off 
the current.

HELPED “BY RECENT LOAN 


Stabilization of Franc, Expected to 
Be Deferred Till After General 
Elections Next ENA

PARIS, Sept. 1—The French Gov- 
ernment announced today that in 
the year since Raymond Poincaré 
has been Premier and Finance Min- 
ister the Treasury has repaid to the 
Bank of France about 14,000,000,000 
francs of advances to the State. The 
Bank of France weekly statement to- 
day. indicates. completion of _,the 
movement to reduce by 4,000,000,000 
francs the legal limit of advances to 
the State. 

A year ago, when M. Poincaré took 
hold of the messy fiscal situation, the 
advances of the bank to the State 
stood at 38,350,000,000 francs and 
there remained available only 150,- 
000,000 francs. Today the advances 
stand at 24,650,000,000, and even with 
the reduction of the limit from 36,- 
500,000,000 to 32,000,000,000 there -re- 
mains available 7,000,000,000 francs. 

The reduction of more than 4,000,- 
000,000 in the limit of advances rep- 
resents the turning over to the Bank 
of France of the product of the re- 
cent 6 per cent. loan, and in that 
sense does not decrease the total in- 
debtedness of the French Govern- 
ment. However, it does better the po- 
sition of the Bank of France. 

It is worth while noting that dur- 
ing the time the advances to the 
State have been cut 14,000,000,000, 
circulation has fallen only about 
4,000,000,000 and is now standing at 
53, 266, 000,000: francs. 

In considering the general position 
of French finances “it may be yet 
ed out that, in addition to $800,000 
000 in gold, the Bank of France and 
the Treasury have. acquired in the 
last year nearly $1,000,000,000 worth 
of foreign gold assets. While, of 
course, these do not belong to the 
State, they represent transactions 
based on credit operations made pos- 
sible by the return of French capital 
which went into foreign investments 
prior to the Poincaré régime. 

Premier Poincaré’s friends are 
counting on his excellent manage- 
ment of the State’s finances to pro- 
tect him against attacks due when 
Parliament meets in October. While 
his enemies have a majority they 
have been hesitant in the past about 
using their power for fear of precipi- 
tating another franc crisis. It now 
appears likely that .M. Poincaré will 
yield to the advice of his friends and 
abstain from stabilizing the franc un- 
til after the elections next May. 

While one would never impute to a 
man of M. Poincaré’s character a 
program based merely on litical 
considerations, some of his adherents 
unquestionably foresee the force of a 
—— platform along the lines that 

oincaré and the franc stand or fall 
together. However that may be, the 
plan favored by a number of Minis- 
ters for stabilization of the franc at 
twenty centimes gold prior to the re- 
entry of Parliament seems for the 
present quiescent. 

If M. Poincaré and his supporters 
win the May elections, the way will 
be open for definite stabilization of 
the franc. If, however, as now seems 
more likely, the Left retains its ma- 
jority in the Chamber, the situation 
will become uncertain.

Recovery in Stock - “Exchange 
Prices—-Money Easy, 
Sterling Lower. 


A general recovery in ‘pelous of the 
Stock Exchange: yesterday, affect- 
ing all the market‘and reaching 3 to 
5 points in many shares, both rail- 
way and industrial, was. ascribed by 
Wall Street to change in‘ the’ specu- 
lative attitude after several days of 
declining prices. It had no apparent 
association: with the day’s news, 
which in fact produced nothing ex- 
cept an unfavorable review of the 
midsummer trade’ situation by the 
Federal Reserve Board. Wall Street, 
however, is more apt in its present 
mood to draw inferences: regarding 
trade from the stock market's action 
than to draw inferences regarding 
the market from the trade reports; 
therefore the day’s recovery in stocks 
caused visible reversal of the views 
of business affairs, which the recent 
Stock Exchange decline had oc- 
casioned. This obviously leads to 
some confusion of ideas about the in- 
dustrial position, because, in a stock 
market of alternating: rise and fall, 
they may have to be revérsed almost 
daily. Yesterday’s stock market held 
most of its gain, and ended strong. 

Cotton also reversed ‘its speculative 
movement from that of the two pre- 
ceding days; the spot price rose very 
nearly to the high figure of Monday. 
In that market also, ideas regarding 
the crop outlook seemed to be gov- 
erned by the course of prices rather 
than prices by the crop news. Nor- 
mally, and in accordance, with its 
own usual habit, the market should 
have halted pending next week’s Gov- 
ernment estimate. But the specula- 
tive appetite is sometimes hard be) 
control. 

Sterling showed some signs of 
weakness; it has almost invariably 
done so at the end of August. The 
Reserve Bank’s statement of New 
York brokers’ loans reported increase 
of $15,984,000 during the past week, 
nearly canceling the preceding 
week’s reduction. 

The Bank of France reported de- 
crease for the week of not quite 
400,000,000 francs or $15,500,000, in 
the ‘‘sundry assets’’ item, which has 
heretofore been taken as measuring 
weekly changes in the bank’s for- 
eign exchange holdings. This de- 
crease is the largest that has oc- 
curred in any week since the rise 
was checked at the end of July. THE 
Trgs’s Paris financial correspondent 
has cabled that the French market 
does not assume the past month’s oc- 
casional decrease to mean that the 
bank was selling more foreign ex- 
change than it bought. But so large 
a change in the ‘‘sundries’’ item was 
most unusual prior to the. bank’s 
large operations in exchange, and ‘it 
was known, weeks ago, that the bank 
disliked the magnitude to which 
such holdings had risen.

The most active stocks on the 
New York Curb Exchange yesterday 
moved in general over a narrow 
range, while wide gains were 
achieved by some shares on single or 
few transactions.

INVENTOR UNDER INQUIRY. 


Police Investigate Jersey City Man’s 
Appeal for Funds. 


Inspector John Underwood of the 
Jersey City police directed detectives 
yesterday to investigate the activities 
of Richard Ulran of 105 Railroad 
Avenue, who has issued a mimeo- 
graph of appeal for funds to aid him 
in manufacturing his recently in- 
vented triple power engine, which 
he contends will yield highly multi- 
plied profits on investments. 

In the letter Ulran Promises not 
less than $100,000 to the first person 
who lends him $1,000 for three years 
and proportionately attractive re- 
turns for lower amounts. 

Ulran admitted yesterday that he 
has no model of his triple engine. 
He said that his drawings are ‘‘100 
per cent. perfect and will convince 
any one who knows mathematics and 
mechanics.’’ He said that lack of 
funds prevented him from making a 
model. He asks technical men to 
visit him and inspect the drawings. 

This was not Ulran’s first appeal 
for funds. Two years ago, while ab- 
sorbed in the perfection of a ‘‘grav- 
ity motor,’’ which he asserted util- 
ized the principle of momentum for 
the first time, he sent out a similar 
letter. Asked about the progress of 
the ‘‘gravity motor’’ yesterday Mr. 
Ulran said that while the principles 
of its construction were perfect, the 
mechanical parts were not.

.The State Department, it was, ex- 
plained, can make no legal objection 
in general to the shipment of arms 
abroad, Legal power in that respect 
is contained in.the Congressional res- 
olution of 1922 which gave the Presi- 
dent authority to establish embargoes 
against shipment of arms to~ any 
American country or'to a country in 
which the United States’ exercisés ex- 
traterritorial. jurisdiction and,.where 
conditions of. violence exist.

Deal Is Denied Here. 


Denial that the Soviet Government 
had sought to-purchase munitions of 
war in the United States was issued 
yesterday by Saul G. Bron, ’.Chair- 
man of the Amtorg Trading Corpora- 
tion, chief buying agency here-of the 
Soviet Government. Washington 
dispatches published here yesterday 
said that'the State Department had 
blocked an attempt to purchase 150,- 
000 rifles here by the Soviet: Govern- 
ment. 

“We have ‘purchased no military 
rifles or other munitions and have 


not! attempted to make any Such pur- 
chases,”’ said Mr. Bron, ‘‘No, one 
has been authorized to make any 
such proposals on behalf of any »ur- 
ehasers in the Soviet Union. 

“It is not clear from the Washing- 
ton reports whether, the. expression 
of disapproval attributed to the State
